_ During the year three Gas Annealing Furnaces were erected 
and put in operation. 

The results obtained have been very satisfactory, owing 
to the uniform heat, which the gas produces, and which could not be 
obtained by wood, as formally used. There is also a saving of 
about 20% in the operating expenses. 

An Fleetri¢e Light Plant has also been added, which gives 
all the illuminating and power required at a greatly reduced cost 
to that formerly supplied by the Edison Electric Light Coe The 
saving alone for the first quarter is $1293 which includes the pay 
of the electrician appointed to take charge of the plant. 

Notwithstanding the increased amount of steam required 
to operate the Ayaince, there has been no increase in the consump- 
tion of fuel, but on-the contrary owing to the Engineer having 
thoroughly overhauled the engines and boilers, there has been a 
saving of 33 U3% in fuel, 66 tons of coal, now producing 115 H. P.
